GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year,  1905. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  District  number  83 
(  53  males  and  30  females  ),  which  gives  a  death-rate  of  13  8 
per  1,000  living,  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  15*0  per  1,000  in 
1904.  Only  once  before  has  such  a  low  rate  been  recorded,  viz., 
in  1902  when  it  was  exactly  the  same.  Seven  deaths  (4  males 
and  3  females)  of  former  residents  occurred  outside  the  District, 
of  which  six  were  in  the  Workhouse  Infirmary,  and  one  in 
Wadsley  Asylum,  making  a  corrected  total  of  90  deaths  giving  a 
rate  of  14  per  1,000.  Twelve  of  these  deaths  were  at  the  age  of 
75  and  over,  six  of  them  being  over  80  years  of  age. 

The  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  number  22,  giving 
an  infantile  death-rate  of  104*2  per  1,000  births  which,  as  far  as 
I  know,  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  Knottingley. 

The  deaths  due  to  Zymotic  Causes  number  5,  giving 
the  low  death-rate  of  *83  per  1,000  living.  Two  of  the  deaths 
were  due  to  Puerperal  Fever  and  three  to  Diarrhoea. 

The  total  births  registered  number  211  (99  males  and 
112  females),  giving  a  birth-rate  of  35*3  per  1,000  which  is  a 
little  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  and  is  well  above  the  average 
for  the  country.

Mortality  Rate,  are  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 


Twenty-one  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year,  viz.,  2  of  Diptheria,  2  Erysepelas,  12  Scarlet 
Fever,  8  Enteric  Fever,  and  2  Puerperal  Fever. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — The  twelve  cases  occurred  in 
six  families,  4  in  one,  3  in  another,  2  in  another,  and  one  each  in 
the  other  three. 

The  first  case  was  notified  on  March  6th  from 
Victoria  Terrace,  Hill  Top : — The  child  I  was  informed  had  come 
home  from  the  Holes  School  two  days  previously  with  a  headache 
and  sore  Throat,  and  next  day  began  with  a  rash.  The  ash  pits, 
in  connection  kith  the  property,  was  in  bad  condition  and 
leaking. 

May  2nd.  —The  next  two  cases  were  in  a  house  at  the 
bottom  of  the  Croft.  The  youngest  child,  who  did  not  go  to 
School,  began  first,  and  the  other  child  the  day  after.  Ash  pits 
in  this  case  was  full  to  overflowing  and  smelling. 
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June  5th. — The  next  case  was  a  child  in  Aire  Street. 
The  child  did  not  attend  School.  A  manure  heap  was  close  to 
the  house. 


June  22nd. — A  child  at  the  Gas  House  attended 
Church  School. 

Aug.  17th. — A  case  at  Bridge  Houses,  Hill  Top,  three 
others  of  the  family  developed  the  disease  within  a  week. 

Dec.  5th. — A  case  in  Providence  Row,  the  Holes. 

Dec.  6th. — Two  children  from  Victoria  Terrace,  the 
same  house  as  the  first  case  occurred  in.  They  did  not  attend 
School. 


The  whole  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Infectious  Hospital  and  all  recovered.  The  Hospital  has  been  of 
the  greatest  benefit,  as  in  none  of  these  cases  could  isolation 
have  been  efficiently  carried  out  at  home. 

In  view  of  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  to 
the  effect  that  patients  sent  to  the  Infectious  Plospital  will  be 
expected  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance, 
I  would  strongly  recommend  the  Council  to  deal  as  leniently  as 
possible  with  the  working  class,  in  fact  I  would  prefer  to  see  no 
charge  made  on  them  at  all.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
the  whole  community  that  cases  of  infectious  disease  should  be 
removed  to  the  Hospital  as  quickly  as  possible,  firstly  as  a  means 
of  preventing  the  disease  becoming  epidemic,  and  secondly  in  my 
experience  the  cases  themselves  make  a  better  recovery  than  when 
treated  at  home  in  a  cottage  where  accommodation  is  hot  of 
the  best. 

DIPHTHERIA. — There  have  been  two  cases,  one  in 
September,  and  the  other  in  October.  There  was  no  communica¬ 
tion  between  the  two  cases.  They  occurred  in  different  parts  of 
the  town.  Both  had  to  be  treated  at  home  as  there  is  no 
provision  for  treating  Diphtheria  cases  at  the  Infectious  Hospital. 
Both  cases  recovered. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER.  —  There  were  three  cases 
occurring,  in  April,  May  and  June.  The  first  case  was  in 
Cemetery  Road.  The  patient  had  been  in  the  habit  of  drinking 
water,  which  proved  on  examination  to  be  polluted.  The  drainage 
of  the  house  was  also  defective.  This  case  was  treated  at  home. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  May,  at  Mil'  T  >p.  This 
case  contracted  the  disease  by  drinking  pollute  1  water  from  a 
shallow  well  at  the  works  where  she  was  employe  l.  The  shallow 
well  was  in  close  proximity  to  a  ditch  which  contained  sewage 
effluent,  and  the  water  was  only  used  for  trade  purposes,  for 
mixing  with  mortar.  This  case  was  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  third  case  was  in  June,  and  occurred  in  a  child 
■who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  playing  about  some  ash  pits. 
This  case  was  removed  to  Hospital.  All  three  cases  recovered. 


There  were  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  which  ended 
fatally.  One  case  occurred  in  January,  the  other  in  February. 


There  were  two  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

The  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis  numbered  11.  Ten 
to  Phthisis  Pulmonalis,  and  one  to  Tubercular  Enteritis.  This 
number  is  two  more  than  that  of  last  year. 

There  is  no  provision  about  this  district  of  a 
Sanatorium  available  for  the  working  classes.  I  hope  some  day 
we  shall  have  oue,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  suitable  cases  of 
Phthisis  great  benefits  may  be  derived  from  that  treatment.  I 
think  some  of  the  public  money  that  has  been  wasted  in  erecting 
costly  buildings  for  the  treatment  of  inebriates  would  have  been 
better  spent  in  constructing  Sanatoria  to  combat  this  scourge  of 
Tuberculosis. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  during  last  year  we  have  been 
free  from  measles  and  whooping  cough,  the  only  disease  specially 
concerned  with  school  life,  being  a  few  cases  of  Chicken  Pox. 
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In  all  cases  bf  Infectious  disease  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  had  orders  to  abate  the  nuisances  found. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— As  I  have  mentioned 
before  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  very  low.  A  new  table 
(Table  V.)  has  been  sent  out  this  year  which  deals  with  the  deaths 
and  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

Out  of  the  22  deaths  of  infants  no  less  than  15  were 
attributable  to  premature  birth,  congenital  defects;  debility  and 
marasmus,  which  are  chiefly  due  to  ante-natal  influences. 

There  were  only  three  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  two 
from  bronchitis^- which  I  am  pleased  to  note — as  it  is  from  these 
two  causes  that  the  enormous  loss  of  life  among  young  children 
chiefly  takes  place,  and  often  brought  on  by  the  ignorance  of 
parents  in  regard  to  the  proper  feeding  and  bringing  up  of  babies. 
Fortunately  in  this  District  we  have  not  had  the  amount  of 
distress  among  the  working  classes  that  has  been  the  lot  of  other 
places,  and  one  does  not  see  here  those  pinched  faces  and  debil- 
tated  bodies  that  may  be  seen  in  some  of  our  large  towns. 
I  venture  to  suggest  that  it  would  be  of  use  to  the  community,  in 
these  days  of  the  outcry  of  physical  degeneration  in  the  race,  if 
during  the  last  few  months  of  girls  attendance  at  school,  some 
simple  education  on  the  feeding  and  management  of  children 
were  imparted  to  them,  as  lessons  learnt  at  that  time  of  life 
make  a  great  impression,  and  if  they  were  remembered  would  be 
invaluable  to  them  afterwards. 

There  were  five  deaths  due  to  accident :  — 

2  Drowned. 

2  Killed  on  the  Railway. 

1  Fell  down  into  a  Quarry. 

During  the  year  the  Local  Government  Board 
sanctioned  the  scheme  for  extending  the  Council’s  Sewers  to  parts 
of  the  town,  viz.,  to  the  Island,  Sunny  Bank,  Beulah  place,  and 
by  Gagg’s  Bridge.  These  works  have  now  been  completed,  I  am 
glad  to  say,  as  they  have  been  a  great  want. 
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SCAVENGING. — During  the  year  a  lot  of  complaints 
have  been  made  by  people  as  to  not  being  able  to  get  their  ash 
pits  emptied.  I  think  it  would  help  matters  a  little  if  people 
would  not  wait  till  their  ashpits  are  full  before  giving  notice,  but 
give  it  when  they  are  about  three-parts  full,  as  the  Contractor  is 
supposed  to  take  them  in  the  order  in  which  he  gets  the  notices, 
and  it  evidently  takes  him  all  his  time  to  cope  with  the  work. 

During  the  year  I  inspected  along  with  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  various  closets  of  the  old  open  kind.  We  condemned 
them  and  have  had  W.C’s.  or  tins  put  in  instead. 

I  am  pleased  to  see  that  at  last  the  Council  are 
determined  to  carry  out  the  improvements  of  the  private  roads  in 
the  Croft,  Primrose  Hill,  and  the  Holes.  In  bad  weather  they 
have  been  disgraceful.  To  reach  the  Schools  many  children  have 
to  pass  along  these  roads,  and  unless  they  are  well  shod,  the 
probability  is  that  they  will  have  wet  feet,  which  is  injurious  to 
their  health.  It  is  time  that  something  was  done. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  the  Slaughter  Houses,  Cow 
Sheds,  and  Lodging  Houses  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
found  to  be  kept  satisfactorily.  According  to  the  Bye  Laws  the 
Factories  and,  Workshops  have  been  inspected  and  are  in  a 
satisfactory  state.
